Open  contracts  in  v.-heat  futures  on  all  contract  markets  declined  13,3U7,000  bushels 
during  January.    On  the  long  side,  the  largest  decrease  was  in  large  traders* 
speculative  and  spreading  positions.    On  the  short  side,  the  largest  decreases  were 
in  hedging  and  spreading  positions  of  large  traders,  offset  in  part  by  an  increase 
in  tlie  short  speculative  interest. 

As  of  January  31,  19  57,  the  distribution  of  the  118,893,000  bushels  of  wheat  open 
contracts  was  as  follows:    87,588,000  busliels  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade, 
19,313,000  bushels  on  the  Kansas  City  Board  of  Trade,  11,166,000  bushels  on  the 
Minneapolis  Grain  Scchange,  and  806,000  bushels  on  all  otiier  contract  markets.  The 
following  table  is  a  breakdo^fn  of  the  open  contracts  on  all  contract  markets  conbined 
showing  the  caamitments  of  large  (reporting)  traders  classified  by  them  in  reports 
to  the  Commodity  Exchange  Authority,  as  speculative  (including  spreading)  or 
hedgir^,  and  the  derived  commitments  of  small  ( no n- reporting)  traders  as  of 
December  31,  1956  and  January  31,  1957,  and  the  net  change.
